— The 
Thomas Jefferson National Memorial 
Association, which is headed by Rich- 
mond women, has entered into contract 
with Jefferson Lévy of New York for 
the purchase of Monticello. Mr. Levy 
has fixed the price at $600,000 and has 
given the association three: weeks in 
which to raise $50,000 to bind the sale 
contract.

THE cITY BUDGET. 

Mayor HYLAN was elected in 1917 on 
a@ platferm of economy, with abundant 
denunciation of. his predecassor’s ex- 
travagance. He is now making ex- 
cuses for the largest budget the city’s 
taxpayers. ever had imposed upon 
them. His plea is that, although the 
budget is larger, the tax rate is lower. 
Only unsophisticated taxpayers will be 
misled in that manner. Taxes depend 
on both the valuations and the rate, 
and vote-seekers alternately vary one 
or the other. Either way, the actual 
taxes rise. 

In 1917 the tax levied was $177,067,- 
174, and the rate was $2.12 for the 
highest borough. This year the bud- 
get calls for $353,351,812. The Mayor 
describes the increase in the budget as 
slight,” and adds that the tax rate 
will be $2.70 instead of $2.74. That 
would be impossible without a com- 
pensatory increase in valuations. In 
1917 the real estate assessments were 
$8,254,549,000. In 1923 they will be 
about $10,000,000,000, according to 
the estimate of the Real Estate Board. 

By these figures the average small, 
or $10,000, householder paid a tax of 
$121.80 to the city in 1917, and will 
pay $275 in 1922.. The increase in 
1922 is larger than the tax in 1917, 
and there are State taxes besides. This 
is the increase in the tax bills which 
the majority of voters never see, and 
therefore think that tax bills are noth- 
ing to them. In fact, the increase of 
taxes is included in the goods sold to 
everybody, and in all rents not arti- 
ficially fixed. 

What is the source of the increase of 
valuations which reduces the rate? It 
is mainly the buildings in the outer 
boroughs made accessible by the dual 
subway. The Mayor protests against 
the interest which the city pays on 
account of the subways, but says noth- 
ing about the increase of valuations. 
He likes te confine the talk about the 
tractions to their corporate finances, 
and leaves out of the account the taxes 
they bring to the city. No juggling of 
valuations and the tax rate can con- 
ceal the fact that the humble house- 
owner must pay city taxes of about 
$25 a month now. It is anybody’s 
guess what the small property owner 
would pay in taxes if the Mayor were 
able to build his $600,000,000 subway. 
The Transit Commission Proposes to 
keep the single nickel : fare system, or 
rather to extend ‘it, and todo this 
without asking for city money. The 
only possibility .of realizing the 
Mayor’s subway is by tax increases. 
The dual system will enlarge. itself out 
of its own resources or by application 
to the money market. The Mayor’s 
promises for the future can be judged 
only by past performances, His bud- 
get and tax record would be fatal if 
all who pay taxes knew that they do.

THRACE, 

Schoolboys have for generations 
been taught the story of the legen- 
dary wanderings’ of Aeneas, flying 
with a conquered people from a burn- 
ing city. But where he, bearing his 
father upon his shoulders and leading 
the little Iulus, virtually began his 
journey that ended on the “* Lavinian 
shore,” two hundred thousand or 
micre refugees have in these last few 
days begun their exodus from ‘‘ the 
land by Thracians tilled and sown.”’ 
Aeneas, according to the legend, in- 
tended to build a new home for his 
household gods in this land of Thrace 
and rear a city’s walls along the 
winding shore; but he was deterred 
by a portent ‘‘ weird to see and won- 
drous to unfold ’’: the ground was 
stained with the blood of a murdered 
kinsman which dropped from the 
broken twigs and roots of a bush that 
Aeneas had sought to uproot. 

The Associated Press brings news 
from these same Thracian fields 
where stern Lycuraus once had 
reigned and whence Aeneas filed after 
raising altars to the dead, news that 
has in it the same epic quality as that 
of which the ancient legend was 
woven. A two-hundred-and-fifty-mile 
procession of men, women and chil- 
dren, cattle and vehicles, has been 
passing westward to the desolate un- 
lands of Macedonia, in one of whose 
valleys not far away ARISTOTLE had 
taught the boy who was to be ALEx- 
ANDER the Great, and Evuripipes had 
written some of the tragedies which 
the centuries have re-enacted. Hun- 
dreds of refugees drop by the roadside 
and find a common last resting place 
with the carcasses of horses, mules 
and dogs—a great drama of sorrow 
which mocks at the ‘‘ Politics’’ of 
ARISTOTLE and furnishes a new wrong, 
such as made ‘‘an everlasting mu- 
sic ” for the song of EuriPmes. 

There is, however, one item in the 
new epic material that was not in the 
old. It is »the ministry of charity. 
This is intimated in the statement of 
the dispatches that there is no help 
for the untold misery, especially that 
of women and children, except from 
“that devoted group of Americans 
identified with the Near East Relief.’’ 
The new tragedies of the earth have 
something that the old Greek trage- 
dies lacked,-and in that contribution 
which we have come to call humanity 
we record a part of the progress 
that has been made since Aeneas 
* quit the shore of Thrace accurst.”’ 


NERVOUSNESS IN PARIS. 

Just what’ report of Mr. HucHEs’s 
Boston speech reached France we: do 
not know. It seéms to have contained 
language that he never used, with 
serious misrepresentation of some of 
his statements, but this might have 
been a matter of defective translation 
or faulty cable transmission. The 


fury of the Paris press, promptly 


echoed by Turkish diplomats, is over 
nothing, but it throws light on the 
state of mind of French diplomats and 
the papers inspired by them. The 
French are “ jumpy ’*; they take of- 
fense where none was intended. They 
show some of the symptoms of a bad 
conscience. 

Admittedly, they have some reason 
to be worried. Mr. Bonar Law’s 
ominous letter about a possible return 
of England to a policy of isolation, 
splendid or otherwise, was written 
when he was only a spbordinate of 
Mr. Liorp Gxorcz, but he is now 
Prime Minister, He. has just told a 
delegation of women that his policy is 
one of negation; that there are times 
when ft is good to sit still.

A PAINFUL DECLINE IN MANNERS. 

Tammany politeness is not what it 
used to be. The regular rule in older, 
if not better, days was for the Tam- 
many man who took office to assume, 
along with his frock. coat and silk 
hat, a gracious manner of address, at 
least in public. Sometimes this was 
done with a visible effort. Large 
words did not always get their right 
pronunciation, but at least there 
seemed to be a feeling that public of-

Nor can any one maintain that the 
lynching mob is an uncommon phenomenon 
in Mr: George's State of Georgia.

HITS GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 


Cuyler Told Chamber of Commerce 
Politicians Ran Railroads. 


Special to. The New York Times. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y,., Nov. 2.—The re- 
turn of the railroads to private owner- 
ship at the end of the war saved the re- 
public from an oligarchy capable of 
overturning ‘its entire political life, 
Thomas De Witt Cuyler, President of 
the Association of Railway Executives, 
told the Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day noon in his address before that 
body. 

Railroad labor and politicians con- 
trolled the railroads during the period 
of Government control, Mr..Cuyler said, 
and these parties represented the real 
ownership of the lines. 

Mr. Cuyler sketched the history of the 
railroads down to March, 1920, when the 
Government surrendered the control of 
the lines to private ownership. He char- 
acterized the de pera pt act and the 
creation of the Railway Labor ard as 
the first attempt at anythite 8 agpentine 
beneficial eenereee The me 
representation on this body will be un- 
papeeactory so lon ng as the roads and 
labor have an equal voice with the pub- 
lic, Mr. Cuyler declared.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 2 (Associated 
Press).—Elimination of the last serious 
rebel menace to the Obregon Government 
with the execution of General Francisco 
Murguila at Tepehuantes yesterday has 
b t a feeling of great relief in offi- 

al circles, a feeling which is tempered 
only by regret that circumstances 
necessitated taking the life of a man 
who was intelligent and courageous to 
such a high degiee. 

Messages are being received by Presié 
dent Obregon from all parts of the re- 
public and from many persons in the 
United States congratula him upon 
the removal of the obstacle which the 
rebel movement headed by Murgula 
represented. Confidence {is expressed 
that Murguia’s summary court-martial 
and execution will have a salutary effect 
upon the lesser rebel chiefs.. 

A general round-up.of all‘of Murgula’s 
adherents in Mexico 1s predicted in view 
of the assertion of General Calles,. Secre- 
tary of the Interior, today that~ their 
whereabouts ang activities are all known 
to the authorities.

Demands Immediate Action Despite 
Mebuke From Clark—Iinspector 
Henry Testifies.’ 


Captain H. L. Scaife, former inves- 
tigator for the Department of Justice, 
now counsel for the Women’s Clean Gov- 
ernment Organization, who recently in- 
terested himself in the Federal investi- 
gation of the. disappearance of large’ 
quantities of liquors from. the Republic 
Storage Warehouse, in which. twenty- 


have been -involyed,° last night sent. a 
telegram to Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty in Washington, urging that 
Colonel William Hayward, United States 
District Attorney, be instructed to call 
Commissioners Blair and Haynes be- 
fore the Grand Jury here. 


Colonel Hayward a communication, the 
contents of which were not given out, 
‘but which was said to haye contained 
the suggestion that both the Internal 
Revenue and Prohibition Commissioners 


be subpoenaed to appear before the 
Grand Jury with certain books and rec- 
ords. Captain Scaife objects. particu- 
larly to what he says is the *‘ white- 
em of Director Day’s adminis- 
tration by the two Commissioners. 


Scaife Asks for Quick Action. 


After setting forth his reasons for re- 
questing the appearance of the Commis- 
sioners, Scaife’s telegram says: 


‘““The whitewashing of Day’s office 
under such circumstances by officials 
charged with the enforcement of the 
Volstead act demands an investigation. 
I talked with Colonel Hayward today; 
but he declines to state whether or not 
he will subpoena the peraces and es 
mentioned. Immediate action shoul 
taken to clear up these matters befers 
the Grand Jury is dismissed, and 
suggest that you direct the Federal Dis- 
trict Attorney to act in the matter with- 
‘out delay.’’ 

Captain Scaife also set forth in his 
telegram that ‘‘ on Oct. 8 I wrote to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, suggesting 
the propriety of his calling for the res- 
ignation of Commissioners Blair and 

@ynes because of a false statement 
given to the public with official author- 
ity, attempting to whitewash the office 
of Director Day. 

‘‘From press reports, on Oct. 27, Hon. 
W. D. S. Trenhoff, foreman of the hon- 
orable Grand Jury now sitting in’ New 
York, presented a sealed communication 
in open court which was sent to the 
Secretary of the Treasury to reach him 
before certain officials Commissioners 
Blair and Haynes had whitewashed were 
permitted to leave the service with a 
clean bill of health.’’ 


Clark Issues Statement. 


The names of Thomas Staples Fuller, 
of counsel for the Republic Storage 


Warehouse, and John J. Jordan, whose 
connection was not made~clear, also 
were mentioned in the telegram. 

Colonel Hayward could not be reached 
last night, but his chief assistant, Major 
John olley Clark Jr., issued this state- 
ment:

BANK THIEVES FORCED 
TO GIVE BA€K LOOT 


Louis Cohen Turns Over $8,000 
in Cash and Arthur Kunz 
$15,000 in Liberty Bonds. 


Two former bank employes who were 
held yesterday on charges of fraud and 
thefts on five banks were compelled by 
the police to disclose where they had 
hidden -$15,000 of stolen Liberty* bonds 
and cash amounting to $8,000.. The 
prisoners were Louls Franklin Cohen, 
21, charged with obtaining $22,000 from 
the Chase National Bank, the Interna- 
tional Bank of Acceptance, Columbia 
Trust Company and J. & W. Seligman 
& Co., and Arthur Kunz, 28, of 73 
Glasser Street, Glendale, L. I., charged 
with the theft of $25,000 of .Liberty 
bonds from the Bankers’ Trust Company 
two years ago. 

Cohen, who was discharged from the 
London branch of J. & W. Selig- 
man & Co., where he had been employed 
as bookkeeper, sent fake letters of 
credit to the banks and then came here 
on the steamer Aquitania and collected 
the money, and was preparing to depart 
on a ship for England when he was 
arrested. He gave up $8,000 yesterday 
which he had exchanged for English 
bills and French francs. This, with 
$3,000 he had deposited at the Columbia 
Trust Company, represents half of what 
he got. Detective Fay of the Old Slip 
Station said Cohen told him he had 
bought jewelry and Rad Fs it to a 
friend at Dalston, England 

Cohen promised Maxistratte Smith in 
the Tombs Court yesterday to refund 
more of the money. He was held in’ bail 
of $25,000 for examination on Monday. 

Kunz had been employed four years 
by the Bankers’ Trust Company when 
he resigned to go into the printing busi-. 
ness with his father. With Detectives 
Fay and Fitzpatrick, he went to the 
Pioneer Storage Warehouse in Brooklyn 
yesterday and opened a safety deposit 
box, where he had hidden $15, 000 of the 
stolen bonds. He said the remainder 
had been pledged for loans. 


FINDS A MAN’S HEAD 
MINUS EYES AND TEETH 


Farmer Tells Police, Who Search 
Wooded Section of Staten 
Island for the Body. 


With the eyes missing and some of 
the teeth extracted. the head of an 
unidentified man, apparently 65 years 
old, was found yesterday by Peter Can- 
non, a farmer, at the fool of’ a willow 
tree in a wooded section between Chel- 
sea and Linoleumville, Staten Island. 
The head hdd been severed at the base 
of the neck by{a sharp instrument. A 
gray beard, scanty gray hair and a 
mustache covered the face and side of 
the head. 

Cannon, who was on a woodcutting 
expedition, made the discovery early in 
the morning but did not report it to the 
police until he returned_home at lunch 
time.

GRAND JURY TO GET FACTS

More evidence of graft and the use 
of political influence in connection with 
city bus operation was disclosed yester- 
day at the hearing before the Transit 
Commission.

Mr. Karsch said he had once signed a 
paper at the request of the late Arthur 
H. Murphy, former Democratic leader of 
the Bronx, but did not know what it 
was, had never visited the company’s 
offices and had never ‘had any share’ of 
the profits, which former Supreme Court 
Justice Clarence J. Shearn, special coun- 
sel ‘ofthe commission, showed to have 
been at least $17,500 in: six months of 
operation. 

Mr. Karsch denied several staterrents 
which were made on the stand by peste oS 
dinand W. Frankenberg, president 
‘éompany, who-said that he knew } 
and’ that Karsch was at the cont 
offices threé-or four times a week. - itr. 
Karsch said he had never even seen Mr. 
Frankeéenberg until the latter- had called 
on him the preceding day in what 
seemed to be an attempt to influence his- 
testimony, and that he had told him 
that he was-going to tell the truth, He 
said that the entries in the company’s 
books, purporting to show that he had 
attended meetings of its directors, wern 
false. This led Judge Shearn to say 
that making false records in the books 
of a corporation was a penal offense. 


How the Profits Were Shared. 


It was brought out that the profits 
were apparently shared by the estate of 
Mr. Murphy, Under Sheriff Thomas H. 
O'Neil and Mr. Frankenberg, and that

of Burns. 


MANY DROP FROM WINDOWS 


Flames Race Through Three- 
Story Building When Combs 
ignite’From Electric Stove. 


TRAP TOP-FLOOR WORKERS 


Several, Overcome While Waiting 
for Rescuers With Ladders, Fall 
Back Into Burning Room. 


Four girls lost their: lives and six 
Persons were burned and otherwise in- 
jured yesterday afternoon when an elec- 
tric stove in a celluloid comb factory at 
16 East Thirteenth Street set fire to an 
assortment of combs on a work bench. 

The célluloid comb factory: was on the 
second floor. . The girls-who were killed 
and injured were those employed on the 
third, which is the top floor. 

The .blaze ran through the celluloid 
like npowder. Those at work on the 
second floor had barely time to escape 
Clouds of smoke poured up the rear of 
the old brick building. 

The girls on the top ficor, who were 
sewing on uniforms in the 8S. Mars fac- 
tory, got the alarm only when smoke 
came rushing in through the rear win- 
dows, where the onlv ‘fire-escape was 
located. Believing they were cut off 
here, they ran to the door opening out 
upon the staircase. Thick smoke and 
flames met them there. Two or three 
dashed. through the smoke in the hall 
and-ran up a short stairway to the roof, 
from which they were later rescued. 

The rest ran tothe front window 
screaming for help. Bight or nine of 
them crowded into the windows, because 


it was their only ‘chance to be rescued 


and in the meantime pecatisé it was the 
only place where they could breathe. 
Thick smoke from the celluloid filled the 
whole floor and poured out the windows. 
Shrieking for help.and anxiously looking 
‘up and down the street for signs of thé 
firemen coming, the. terrified -women 

to lean, far out of the win- 
dow to catch a breath of fresh air. One 
or two, evenpenia by sinoké, Fell back 
into the ‘pou dfd the others’ became 
desperate. 

; Tried to Aid Women. 

In the meantime Solomon Mars, pro- 
prietor of the uniform Shop on the top 
floor, had dropped out of the third story 
window and landed ona ledge: about 
four.feet wide which covers the. top of 
a duilt-out_ show. window on the second 
floor. Standing betwéen two streams of 
smoke * issuing’ ‘from -the . sécond-story 
windows, he held up his arms to~help 
women down to the narrow. ledgé.. Men 
on the street ran for. ladders. The clang 
of fire bells was heard. 

“ Here-come the ladders!’’ was the 
shout from the street. One girl; how- 
ever, forced her way through the win- 
dow in'a panic and jumped, missing 
Mars. She hit the little pent-house roof 
over the show window, but it slopes 
downward toward the street and she 
lost her footing. She clutched the air 
wildly and fell twenty feet to a stone 
pavement. 

Thé smoke pouring out over the heads 
of the young woren at the top floor 
window was now lighted up by flames 
behind them, and they were shrieking 
in a panic. .Another scrambled out. 
Clinging to the stone sill of the window, 
she let herself. down so’ that Mars could 
catch her. She dropped. The man 
grabbed her and tried to pin her to the 
wall, but the impact was too strong 
for him. Mars and the woman were 
both hurled off the ledge to the pave- 
ment. 

‘Hysterical, choking with smoke, others 
dropped the’ same way, bounded off the 
little sloping metal roof and landed on 
the hard pavement, cruelly hurt: . When 


the firemen arrived with ladders one 
brave worran inside the window was 
holding e arms of another who was 
clinging to the sill and preparing to 
drop. 


Flames Reach Woman. 


“The ladders are coming! '’ was the 
shout again. , This time it was true. 
The woman inside the building suddenly 
screamed in pain. The és had 
reached her and she tried to beat them 
out of her clothing. She disappeared, 
apparently fainting. The other woman 
clung desperately to the sill.
